What the Filipinos Should 


Be Told. 


He Would Apply Lincoln's Border 


St?te Policy to the Philip- 


pines. 


NEW YORK,. October 20.—Presldent 


Jacob G. Schurman of Cornell Univer- 
sity, nt a dinner tendered him by the 
Aldine Association, made a speech in 
which he tersely summed up the trou- 
bles In the Philippines. 
He spoke in 


part as follows: 


"Under the laws of nations the. Un- 


ited States has unimpeachable sover- 
cignity over the 
Philippine islands 


This involves responsibility for thei 
government. 
Our tutelage at least for 


some time is the only thing that can 
save the Philippines from 
despotism 


and anarchy and their Islands from di- 
vision among the European powers 
thus destroying forever the hope of a 
free and self-governing Filipino 
tlonality, which American protection 
and 
guardianship would 
inevitably 


tend to develop. 


"But we must not fail to make use 


of every means available for the at- 
tainment of the end in view. 
And 


when we hear In mind that the Fili- 
pinos since the signing of the treaty 
of Paris have been without pollttca 
status or civil rights it would s 
both just and politic for congress (to 
whom the treaty delegates the func- 
tion) to declare authoritatively 
what 


rights and privileges the Filipinos are 
to enjoy under American sovereignty 


"There are six or seven millions ol 


Filipinos who are not fighting us. The 
Tagalos, who arc fighting us, number 


men, women and children, not more 
than a millions and a half. 
I plead 


alike on the ground of justice and ex- 
iwdleney for an authoritative 
an- 


nouncement to the peaceful Filipinos— 
the great majority of all the islands 
if t'.is archipelago—of the 
political 


and civil rights, privileges and louuuu- 
itlc* which the President aud congress 
of the United Slates undoubtedly have 
ivady to bestow upon them.

trict amoiiK ihe natives. The Saleaula 
natives visited that district to attend 
a feast givpn in their honor. There waa 
a disagreement over tlm distribution of 
food and Tuisila, 'chief of the Nutia- 
tflps. struck a man of another village. 
The man started to run, as Tuisila is 
a man of desperate character, and as 
he turned his Itaok the chief drew a 
revblver and shot him dead. 
He then 


turned the weapon on another man 
with the same result. 
Another high 


chief then demanded the death of Tui- 
sila and a battle followed, Tuisila be- 
ing badly injured. 
Tuisila was remov- 


ed to th« German war vessel Kormor- 
an, but nothing-could be done for him 
and he was returned to his own village, 
where he died. 
All the natives mixed 


up In the artray are Mataafa adher- 
ents. 
If Tuisila -had not died there 


would have been a revenge fight, as 
preparations to that end were in pro- 
gress at the time of his death. 


The thirteen chiefs that were asso- 


ciated with the rebel government now 
claim that they are the government of 
Samoa- and have Issed a proclamation 
to the three consuls regarding the poll 
tax. 
The paper notifies all 
Samoa 


thp,t a poll tax of one dollar a head 
must be paid by all the able bodied 
native and colored men outside of the 
town of Apia by the first of November. 
The proclamation is signed by adher- 
ents of Mataafa. 
To offset this Presi- 


dent Solf. without the consent of the 
consuls, has issued In his own name a . 
proclamation that a poll tax will 
be 


levied and collected by the end of the 
year. This action of the president has 
aroused the people who seem to believe 
that Folf Is of the opinion that he is In 
supreme power. 
Some of the consuls 


take exception to his action, but steps 
will be taken to set aside the action of 
the Mataafa faction. 


The Mataafa people ever since the 


commission left have been accusing 
Malietoa adherents of causing strife 
and not obeying the commission's or- 
ders, but nearly all the trouble since 
has been caused by the Mataafa peopl« 
and now they seem as If bent on having 
a fight before the year is out. At Tul- 
sila'3 
funeral 
fifty-two 
rifles were 


counted In the procession and Mataafa 
has Informed the commission that his 
party had no arms left. They have 
some hundreds of rifles. It Is stated.and 
if not afraid of the men-of-war would 
have been fighting the Malietoans long 
ago. 


"Worried by the Mataafa complaints 


at the.Malietoa people not being com- 
pelled to leave Apia and live In their 
villages the government has issued a 
notice that an may come and go as 
they please on legitimate business. 
They have allowed natives to keep pos- 
session openly of fowling- pieces which

owned by natives, but they have never 
been collected and rifles are also plenti- 
ful with them. Things look ripe for 
another outbreak, only the pretext is 
now waiting.

The news of organization of oil com- 
anies is much more frequent, com- 
lete and impressive than oil produc- 
ion. 
The yielding oil ventures are in 
lands generally that can secure back- 
tig from capitalists. Where th« stocks 
have to be forced it may be assumed 
hat the flow of oil is not thoroughly in- 
piring. 
Therefore, in the Judgment of 


he Independent, the public should be 
autioned against miscellaneous invest- 
ment in oil stocks. 
The poor man 


should shup. temptation in this dlrec- 
ion. 
The average man *who has no 
money he wants to throw away should 
nvestigate most carefully before In- 
vesting or speculating in oil stocks. 
The capitalist needs no advice, as he 
can afford to lose if he wishes to take 
chances. 
But tlie promoters of the oil 


exchange do not expect to unloadstocks 
uu shrewd capitalists.

If there Is to be a demand of adequate 
proportions, and If the concensus of 
a safe guide the selling price at retail 
for family consumption In quantity to 
meet desires for good California ripe 
fruits must be the equivalent to selling 
a S-pound basket at 25c to 30c.

The Wife of General Miles 


Speaks. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 24.—Major General 


Nelson A. Miles, who spent Sunday 
and Monday in this city and left last 
evening on his military tour of inspec- 
tion of the TVest, was reticent while 
here in regard to the great public is- 
sues and problems of the day. 
His 


wife, however, was willing to discuss 
her personal views on a number of 
popular subjects. 
For years she has 


been a close observer of events' at the 
national capital, as well as elsewhere 
In the populous centers throughout tha 
ountry. 
In regard to the question of Dewey'i 


reputed want of ambition for the high- 
est honor In the gift of the American 
people, Mrs. Miles declared that she 
was recently informed this was not the 
case. 
She declared that in certain 


high circles In Washington It Is welt 
known that I>ewey would accept the 
honor if it were tendered to him. Her 
source of information on this point she 
would not tell. 


"Admiral Dewey has long been a per- 


sonal friend of General Miles and our 
family," she said, "and from what I 
have heard and know I certainly do 
not believe that he has no wish to be 
President. 
President. 


T would like to see him 
The need of the hour is 


for just such a man—one who would 
administer the country's first executive 
position In a manner that would cur- 
tail the power of political bosses and 
the other influences under wnose rule 
the people are becoming restive. 


"I wonder what McLean's chances 


are in Ohio?" she asked. ' "I would be 
glad If he proved a winner. 
I have 


been thinking that his chances must 
be good," she adder!, "for there Is great 
alarm in Washington." 


Asked whether there was any likeli- 


hood that General Miles would be sent 
to the Philippines to take charge of the 
campaign, her face lighted up with an 
expression of evident pride In her hus- 
band, as she replied: 


"Well, as to that I can't speak with 


any degree of certainty.

ready to go; yet, you see. he has not 
been sent, but' the reason we can only 
guess at. 
Of one thing I am certain,

If he lakes this 
he will inevitably take out of that sell- 
Ing1 price 30 to 50 per cent calculated 
upon what the goods cost him. '"Call- it

these two elements of cost and we have 
11 2-3 cents to cover all the other ele- 
ments—packing, freight, refrigeration, 
selling. Can that' be made to cover 
them? 


There will have to be careful scrimp- 


ing and about the first combination the 
growers or shippers will have to con- 
quer will be the box combination. Shook 
costs 50 per cent more than It did be- 
fore the box combination was effected 
and probably about that much too 
much. I found at Kansas City the 
Florida orange box, much larger and 
stronger than the California orange 
box, furnished for 7 cents each to be 
shipped to Mexico. There was enough 
lumber in one to make two pear boxes. 
It may be doubted If "pear shook, -which 
now costs 9 cents in the San Joaquin 
valley, ought to cost more than fi cents, 
peach boxes and crates which sell for 6 
cents ought to bring no more than 4 
cents, but whatever the figures ought 
to be they can be If the growers or 
shippers will unite in their own behalf. 
If In no other way.then .by. sending 
agents to the South Atlantic coast, 
cont-acting for supplies of boxes for 
tr.j year bringing them around the 
Horn in sailing vessels, or, by getting- 
timber on our coast and establishing 
and malntainng enough box-factories 
to keep prices down reasonably. 


It may be doubted If material reduc- 


tions can be made In the labor cost of 
putting fruits f. o. b. except In the line 
of greater efficiency which will come 
of experience and training. 


The first thought is "the , railroads 


take It all," which Is not quite t: ^e. but 
when the freight is taken out of the 
gross proceeds of the sale of a. car of 
fruit a large hole Is made.' 
But any reduction made must be In 
obedience to business principles and 
because it will bBneflt the railroads as 
welt as the fruit <rowers of California 
>r It will not be made. 
It Is of little use to quarrel with the 
'what the traffic will bear:' theory of 
freight rates. 
An intelligent applica- 


tion of it is ail that will be required, 


It la 2127 miles from Sacramento to 


Omaha, the gateway of the eastern 
market. 
It is this tremendous haul 


over desert and mountain that IB and 
must ever be the one serious (and pos- 
sibly insurmountable) obstacle to con- 
tend with in comnetlUK with Georgia. 
The moat economical »P«d at which 
trains can be run with coal and steam 
as motive power Is ten miles an hour. 
At that speed rate It would require 9 
days for a frolt train to reach Omaha, 
11 days to Chicago and M days to New 
York. The time now made Is 6 days to 
Omaha, 8 to Chicago and 1, to New 
York so it IB obvious that the most 
economical rate of speed will not serve 
the purpose. A higher rate of apeea 
thin that now maintained Is requisite. 
The rmte of speed from Chicago to New 
York is »H miles per hour. If this 
rate were maintained from Sacramento 
tha time to Omaha would be 414 days. 
Chicago BH, New York 7%, a. rate of 
speed about midway between the time 
nowmade by the fruit traina and the 
passenger trains, an achievement that 
would hB worth much to the 12iratatfon 
fo? quality of the California fruit, as 
It could; be suffered to remain that 
nrach longer on the trees. 


The freight rate from Sacramento to 


New Yo-k for fruit is but little more 
than it is to Chicago, moat of tht» extra 
charge being for icing. It cannot b« 
that tha railroad companies lose money 
in carrying to New York and It Is not 
beyond the realm of reasonable suppos- 
ition that the roads could, if thev had 
to do so in order to prevent the de- 
struction of the green fruit carrying 
business, carry to Missouri Tiver com- 
mon points at the pro rata rate that 
they can carry to New York and Bos- 
ton. 


In other words, if they can carry at a 


profit 26,000 pounds of fruit, exclusive 
of refrigeration, 3600 miles in 240 hours 
for $400. they can, if they must, carry 
the same load 2127 miles (to Omaha) In 
104 hours for $236.60, 2600 miles (to Chic- 
ago) in 128 hours for $288.60. 
This would change the rate, from Sac- 


ramento to Kansas City and Omaha 
from $1.25 per cental to 51 cents, to 
Chicago from $1.28 to $1.11. What fur- 
ther reduction could be made 1 have 
no data for determining.
